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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Claims 1 , 3-8 and 1 0-16 are pending in the application, as claims 2 and 9 have 
been canceled without prejudice. The elements of dependent claim 2 have been 
incorporated into independent claim 1 , while the elements of dependent claim 9 have 
been incorporated into independent claim 8. No other amendments to the claims have 
been made, and no new matter has been added. 

In view of the above, Applicants now believe that passing of this case is in order, 
and a Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited. No amendment made was related to 
the statutory requirements of patentability unless expressly stated herein. No 
amendment made was for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any claim, unless 
Applicants have argued herein that such amendment was made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references.
